IMPROVING OUR SCHOOLS 
ARTICLE IV 


THE EQUALIZATION GRANT 














E syscem of public school finance in operation in Manitoba has not 

been a success. For example, today we have some 237 School Dis- 
tricts, managed by Official Trustees because their financial position is so} 
weak, Many others are seruggling under their heavy burden. 

In order to help weak School Districts the Department of Education | 
in 1942 introduced a new type of grant known as the Equalization Grant 
The idea behind this grant is to provide a basic standard of education i 
such a way as to keep the cost within the means of every School Distr 
In 1942 the Department set up an arbitrary figure of $950.00, to repre- 
sent the minimum cost of a basic educational programme. The Munici- 
pality is required to levy an amount up to 12 mills on the balanced assess. 
ment, in order to pay the School District $2.25, per teaching day. If this 
levy falls shore of $450.00 per teacher, the Municipality receives the bal- 
ance as an Equalization Grant from the Department. 

Wak School Districts also are entitled two an Equalization Grant. 
Each District receives $450.00 per teacher from the Muincipality, $200.00 
pet teacher from the Department as a Legislative Grant. In addition, the 
District must levy a special school tax of 12 mills. If these sources of in- 
come fall short of $950.00, the Department pays an Equalization Grant to 
make up the balance. 

The public should note that this grant is not intended to be a part 
of the permanent plan of educational finance. In the opinion of the Select 
Committee any pefmanent plan must reduce the amount paid by the Muni- 
ipality to an amoune which can be paid easily year after year, and increase 
the amounts paid by the Province. Until such a plan is put into operation, 
the Report recommends that Equalization Grants be continued. It suggests 
that the cost of the basic programme be $1,250.00 instead of $950.00. 
This scems wholly inadequate because of the rising costs of education, and 
because nothing short ofa $1,200.00 minimum salary for rural teachers | 
will atcract the right sore into the profession and hold them there.

‘Onc of Britain's latest inventions| 
is a Braille reading micrometer, for 
the rehabilitation of blinded ex-Ser-|
